Special Fire Guardians, 


Owing to the exceedingly dry ‘fall 
and the consequent danger from 
prairie fires the government has 
thought it advisable to state that in 
addition to the special fire guardians 
appointed by the Minister of Agri- 
culture the Prairie Fires Ordinance 


‘provides that all eouneillors of Tocal 


improvement districts, justices of 
the peace and all metbors of the 
Royal North West Mounted Police 
are fire guardians by virtue of their 
office, and have power to order out 
to fight fires “‘ang grown-up male 
person under sixty years of age 
(other than postnimsters, railway 
station agents, members of the 
mnedical profession, telegraph opera- 
tors, conductors, engineers, brakes- 
men, firemen or trainmen) residing 
or then being within ten miles of a 
prairie fire or within fifteen miles 
of a bush fire to proceed at once to 
the locality of such fire and assist 
in extinguishing it; and any per- 
son neglecting or refusing without 
lawful excuse to obey any such 
order shall be guilty of an offenve 
and liable to summary conviction 
thereof to a penalty not exceeding 
$5.00,
